His Majefty has aifo a Clofet of Ra- 
rities, with a noble Colleétion of Medals an- 
tient and modern. The Eleétors of Hanover 
have always the fame Officers of State ufual 
in the Courts of Kings, as likewife fome 
Troops of Life-Guards, and two Regiments of 
Foot-Guards, cloath’d in Red lin’d with Blue. 
His Majefty has an Army on Foot of 22,000 
Men in his German Dominions.

upon which: one of the Gentlemen prefent, by 
Direétion of the Peace-Officer, read aloud by 
Candle-light the Proclamation in the King’s 
Name againft Riots. The Rioters notwith- 
ftanding proceeded forwards towards the 
Turnpike, and fome of them coming through, 
began to affault the Townfmen, who endea- 
vour'd to apprehend them: A fmart Engage- 
ment immediately enfu’d, and lafted for a 
while; till at length two of the Rioters, with 
their Faces black’d, in Women’s Apparel, and| 
with Axes in their Hands; were feiz’d, and the 
reft, after firing feveral Guns on each Side, 
were put ‘o Flight. The Gentlemen then ima- 
gining all to be over, left the Place, bringing 
with them the Prifoners they had taken to Jul- 
tice Skypp’s Houle, in order to have them com- 
mitted to Gaol; but the Rioters having Intel- 
ligence given them of Perfons coming to their 
Afliftance, re-aflembled in a Body of about 
200, and without any Oppofition between
